APPLICATION FOR REGISTRATION 


Following rules have the data to assist you with filing a hunt structure and to record 
a Trademark application structure in Pakistan. The reason for these rules is to give 
candidates a superior comprehension to get ready and document a Trademark 
application as per Trade Marks.

Structure and Signing of Application. 


(1) An application to the Registrar for the enrollment of an exchange mark will be 
marked by the candidate or his operator and will be subject to the installment of the 
application expense. 


(2) An application to enroll an exchange mark for determination of merchandise or 
administrations remembered for any one class will be made in the structure as set out 
in Form TM-1. 


(3) An application to enlist an exchange mark under area 25 for the detail of 
merchandise or administrations remembered for any one class from a show nation will 
be made in the structure as set out in Form TM-2. 


(4) An application under sub-area (1) of segment 26 for security of exchange mark 
during show will be made in the structure as set out in Form TM-2. 


(5) An application to enroll a material exchange mark, other than an aggregate imprint 
or then again an affirmation exchange mark, comprising solely of numerals or letters 
or any mix thereof for a determination of merchandise or administrations remembered 
for one thing of the Fifth Timetable under guideline 98 will be made in the structure 
as set out in Form TM-53. 


(6) An application for enlistment of a material imprint, other than an aggregate 
imprint or a confirmation mark, comprising solely of numerals or letters or any blend 
thereof for a particular of merchandise or administrations remember d for one thing of 
the Fifth Schedule under standard 98 from a show nation under area 25 will be made 
in the structure as set out in Form TM-54. 



(7) An application under proviso (5) of the First Schedule to the Ordinance to register 
an aggregate exchange mark for a detail of products or administrations in any one 
class will be made in the structure as set out in Form TM-3. 


(8) An application under proviso (5) of the First Schedule to the Ordinance to register 
an aggregate exchange mark for a determination of products or administrations from a 
show nation under segment 25 will be made in the structure as set out in Form TM-51. 


(9) An application under provision (6) of the Second Schedule to the Ordinance to 
register an accreditation exchange mark for a particular of products or administrations 
remembered for anyone class will be made in the structure as set out in Form TM-4. 


(10) An application under provision (6) of the Second Schedule to the Ordinance to 
register an accreditation exchange mark for a particular of products or administrations 
from a show nation under segment 25 will be made in the structure as set out in Form 


TM-52. 


(11) An application under the Third Schedule to the Ordinance to enroll an area name 
for a determination of merchandise or administrations remembered for any one class 
will be made in the structure as set out in Form TM-1.

APPLICATION TO BE RESTRICTED TO ONE CLASS. 


Every application for the enrollment of an exchange mark will be in regard of 
merchandise or administrations in a single class just of the Fourth Schedule 

SEPARATE APPLICATION 


An application of registration of same trademark in various classes will be treated as 
discrete and particular applications, and in all cases where an exchange mark is 
enlisted under a similar authority number for merchandise or administrations in more 
than one class, regardless of whether on change of the determination under standard 
71 or otherwise, the enlistment in regard of products or administrations remembered 
for each different class will be esteemed to be a different enrollment for all the 
motivations behind the Ordinance. 

GUARANTEE OF NEED. 


(1) Where a privilege to need is asserted by reason of an application for security of an 
exchange mark appropriately recorded in a show nation under area 25 specifics of that 
guarantee will be remembered for the application for enrollment under guideline 12 
and, where no declaration as is alluded to in sub-rule (2) is recorded with the 
application, such specifics will incorporate the nation or nations and the date or dates 
of recording. 


(2) Unless it has been documented at the hour of recording of an application for 
enrollment, there will be documented, inside a quarter of a year of recording of the 
application under principle 12, an authentication by the enlisting or other able 
authority of that nation confirming, or checking as per the general inclination of the 
Registrar, the date of documenting of the application, the nation or enrolling or skilled 
power, the portrayal of the imprint, and the merchandise or administrations secured by 
the application. 


(3) The application depended upon under sub-rule (1) must be the principal 
application of a candidate in a show nation for a similar imprint and for similar 
products or administrations. The application must incorporate an announcement 
showing the recording date of the unfamiliar application depended upon, the show 



nation where it was recorded, the sequential number, if accessible, or explanation 
showing that need is asserted. 


EXPLANATION OF CLIENT IN APPLICATION. 


An application to enroll an exchange mark will contain an announcement of the 
period during which, and the individual by whom, it has been utilized in regard of the 
products or administrations referenced in the application. The Registrar may require 
the candidate to record an affirmation vouching for such client with displays 
demonstrating the imprint as utilized. 

REPRESENTATION OF IMPRINTS. 


(1) Every application for the enrollment of exchange mark, furthermore, where extra 
duplicates of the application are required, each such duplicate will contain a portrayal 
of the imprint in the space give d on the application structure for that reason. 


(2) Where the portrayal surpasses such space in size, the portrayal will be mounted 
upon material, following fabric or such other material as the Registrar may consider 
reasonable .Some portion of the mounting will be attached in the space 
aforementioned and the rest might be collapsed. 
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
